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Lent calls 
faithful to 
reflection

The season of Lent calls Catholics to 
deepen their relationship with God by 
striving to acquire the disposition of Jesus 
and becoming instruments to build up the 
kingdom, according to personnel in the 
Diocesan Ministry Center. 

Lent begins Feb. 8, Ash Wednesday, 
and continues until March 22. It is 
followed by the Eastern Triduum, the 
time from Holy Thursday to Easter 
Sunday, March 26. 

During Lent Catholics are called to do 
penance, which is ‘a decisive change of 
will ... a completely new attitude toward 
life,’ said Bishop Leo T. Maher in his 
1989 lenten message. (See page 4, for full 
text.) 

He said that doing penance means ‘to 
put ourselves in tune with (God’s) 
design: 

Father Patrick Foley, director of the 
Office of the Permanent Diaconate at the 
ministry center, also said that Lent should 
be approached with a desire to do God’s 
will, rather than bringing “our own 
expectations and timetable’ to the 
season. 

‘The season reminds Catholics to focus 
on the suffering-dying-rising pattern in 
Jesus’ life and in their own, an ‘ongoing 
process’ that is central to the Christian 
message, the priest said. 

Lenten regulations offer opportunities 
for this self-denial, according to Sister

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Priest on 
trial for 
abortion 
protest

SAN DIEGO — On Sept. 30, 1988 
Father Edward ‘‘Bud’’ Kaicher, director 
of the diocesan Office of Youth and 
Young Adult Ministry, went to the 
Family Planning Clinic in La Mesa to 
witness the church’s teaching of respect 
for all life and that abortion is the killing 
of human life. 

He sat next to the door with a sign that 

read, ‘‘Choose Life.’’ - 
- He was arrested under Section 602J of 
the penal code for ‘‘trespassing with the 
intent to obstruct or interfere a legitimate 
business.”’ 

The State of California charged him 
with obstruction of an entrance to the 
Family Planning Clinic at which 
abortions are performed. 

He pleaded innocent and his trial 
began Jan. 31 at El Cajon Municipal 
Court, with jury selection. The trial is 
expected to last throughout the week. 

Father Kaicher told Southern Cross, Jan. 
30, that he was not at the clinic to stop 
people from entering the building but 
rather he was there, in a non-violent way, 
to ‘‘do what I was ordained to do — to 
practice the teaching of the church, (in 
this case) that we should respect all life 
and to (witness that belief) both by my 
presence and by my sign ... . 

“In no way was I trying to cause any 
trauma to the persons entering the

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$47.5 million drive to enhance USD’s ‘excellence’

SAN DIEGO — The $47.5 million capital campaign, 
which the University of San Diego announced Jan. 26 at a 
public ceremony, is designed to enable the institution to 
support and expand its facilities and academic programs 
and recruit more outstanding faculty and students, 
particulary more minority students. 

The campaign, entitled ‘‘Education for a New Age,”’ 
which began over a year ago in private, already has raised 
$20.65 million toward its goal for this independent, 
Catholic-oriented university. 

Funds from the drive, the largest ever launched by a 
university in San Diego County, are expected to be 
allocated as follows: 

© $16.5 million for a faculty endowment; 

@ $12 million for a student endowment; 

© $2.5 million for unrestricted endowments;. 


© $7.5 million for the completed University Center, 
housing food and other student services; 

© $6 million for the Legal Research Center, an 
expansion project, currently under construction, to the 
USD Law Library; 

© $2.5 million to create a Pedestrian Mall from what is 
now the campus’s major street; 

© $500,000 for a Child Development Center, 
scheduled to open in September. It will enroll up to 60 
children of USD students and employees, ages 2 1/2 to 5. 

Philanthropist Joanne Warren, a member of the USD 
Board of ‘Trustees, chairs the Capital Campaign 
Executive Committee. 

She told the gathering of university and community 
leaders, students and the press Jan. 26 that the campaign 
is called the ‘‘New Age’’ because ‘‘it aims to put in place 
the necessary resources to educate our students to become 
leading citizens of tomorrow’s world.’’ 

Dr. Author E. Hughes, USD president, said the 


university is embarking on its largest capital campaign 
because it “‘must broaden its economic base in order to 
enhance — across the board — our high level of 
excellence and diversity.”’ 

““Like the San Diego region, USD must move toward 
even greater levels of excellence, not only to help meet the 
demands of a thriving community but also to provide 
vision for its leaders,’’ he said. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, chairman of the USD Board of 
Trustee, told the press, ‘“Today the university is more 
dependent on grants and contributions.”’ 

‘In the future, endowments will provide for needs of 
minority groups, especially Hispanics. I think we have to 
recognize the number of Asiatics who desire the best 
education.”’ 

A more diverse student body will be a great 
contribution to the university, Bishop Maher said.

SAN DIEGO — Bob Baker — 
entrepreneur, philanthropist and member 
of numerous religious and civic boards — 
said his Catholic faith is responsible for 
his success. 

That faith puts the church at the top of 
his priorities, followed by his family and 
business, the 57-year-old parishioner of 
Church of the Nativity, Rancho Santa Fe, 
and owner of 11 auto franchises told 
Southern Cross. 

Baker, married for 35 years, has five 
children and one grandchild. 

He was one of three recipients of this 
year’s Ecumenical Tribute Award 
presented by the San Diego County 
Ecumenical Conference Jan. 18 for 
religious commitment and contribution to 
the quality of life in San Diego. 

Baker serves on the boards of the St. 
Vincent -de Paul/Joan Kroc Center and 
Catholic Community Services. 

He said his interest in the problem of 
homelessness stems from his teen-age 
years in Los Angeles when his parents’ 
divorce led to his living with relatives and 
friends, in boarding homes ‘‘and on my 
own. I was running the streets,’’ he said. 

‘‘T know what it is to be without a 
dollar in my pocket. Because of my 
success, I feel obligated to help people 
that have had a rough life,’’ he said. 

These memories motivate Baker’s 
financial support of the SVDP center. For 
the past two Labor Day weekends, he has 
donated to the downtown shelter $100 for 
every car sold at his dealership’s five 
locations, a drive that has netted the 
center a total of $26,000 and boosted his 
sales by about 20 percent, he said. 

When the center was nearing 
completion, Father Joe Carroll, SVDP 
center president, asked Baker to head a 
fund-raiser. The executive wrote to more 
than 100 new car dealers in the area, 
offering to match their contributions. 
This effort raised a total of $300,000 


; needed to complete the building, he 


recalled. 

Baker has donated a_ telephone- 
equipped car to Father Carroll and two 
vans to the center, which are used to 
transport resident children to parks and 
other sites in the city. 

He emphasized the need for all 
business people to address the homeless 
situation. If they don’t, their businesses 
will suffer through pilferage, and a 
“stigma of not caring’’ will be applied to 
the community, from which businesses 
draw their livelihood, he said. 

Father Carroll said Baker “‘brings to 
the SVDP board a wealth of knowledge

about the San Diego community’’ where 
his ‘‘personal commitment and visibility 
make him an ideal spokesman for us.’”’ 
Baker also devotes time and resources 
to Catholic. Community Services. He 
praised this agency’s many programs, 
including services to abandoned children, 
battered women and other people ‘‘trying 
to pull themselves up by the bootstraps.”’ 
He has donated two vans to CCS. One 
is used by its Office of Resettlement and 
Immigration to transport refugees from 
the airport to their homes, and for trips to

the office and other locations, according 
to Gwen Plank, resettlement/immigration 
director. 

The other van is used by The 
Storefront, an emergency shelter for 
homeless teen-agers, to locate these youth 
and invite them to the downtown facility. 

Dr. William Moredock, CCS associate 
director, noted Baker’s ‘‘compassion and 


enthusiasm for our clientele’ and support 
of the agency’s programs. As a member 
of CCS’s corporate board, ‘‘he lends a 
business expertise valuable to our policy- 
making,’’ Moredock said. 

Baker also serves on his four-year-old 
parish’s building committee, which is 
raising funds to build a church. 

Father Dennis Clark, pastor of the 
Church of the Nativity, described Baker’s 
“great motivation, energy and capacity 
to help people reach consensus.’’ 

Baker traced his involvement in the 
church to surviving front-lines fighting as 
a 21-year-old Army paratropper in the 
Korean War. 

‘‘T had a real inside look at myself and 
told my Maker if I survived, I would do 
everything I could to be the type of person 
he wanted me to be,’’ he said. 

Baker earned the Bronze Star of Valor 
during the Korean conflict. 

In addition to supporting church 
programs, Baker participates in 
numerous other charitable, educational 
and civic groups, including the American 
Diabetes Association, local universities 
and youth organizations. 

He has established a foundation to help 
“any worthy charity,’’ whose requests for 
assistance are screened. 

Baker said his business, church and 
Civic activities usually demand a 60-hour 
week, but permit time for family activities 
such as fishing,. skiing and golf. 

When Msgr. I Brent Eagan, 
chancellor, presented Baker with this 
year’s diocesan ecumenical award, he 
praised him for his generosity, describing 
him as a ‘‘fisher of fish’’ and a ‘‘fisher of 
men,’’ the latter term referring to Jesus’ 
calling two of his apostles (Mark 1:17). 

In accepting the award, Baker said he 
acknowledged ‘‘the many people I had to 
share it with,’’ who have been examples 
in his life: a Holy Cross nun who “‘took 
me under her wing during my parents’ 
divorce,’’ a Christian in Los Angeles who 
formed a boys’ club he joined and a priest 
who helped pay his Catholic high school 
tuition. 

He said San Diegans who have 
influenced him include Msgr. Joseph 
Topping, former director of the St. 
Vincent de Paul Center; the ‘‘unselfish 
and jolly Father Carroll’’; Father Clark, 
his pastor; and Msgr. Eagan. 

Just as they are examples in ‘“‘their 
silent way of doing things, I want to be an 
example to my business associates, 
employees and others in the 
community,’’ he said.

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Let us conform 
our will to God’s 


During Lent we are called to do penance, fasting and 
almsgiving. Jesus reminds us of its urgency and 
importance. It is not something invented by the 
ecclesiastical system; rather it is a specific command from 
the Lord himself. Jesus says in St. Luke’s Gospel (13:5), 
“Unless you repent you will all perish.’’ 

The word ‘‘penance”’ calls up all sorts of ideas in our 
minds. For some it is a discipline undertaken more or less 
willingly to get beyond the self or to perform better. It is a set 
of guidelines which enable one to be more human. For 
others it is simply a series of privations imposed on oneself 
for the sake of suffering. 

However, in the Gospel, penance is an order that Jesus 
issues to those listening to him. The Greek term used for 
penance is metanoia, which means ‘“‘conversion’’ or 
“‘repentance,”’ or ‘‘a turning away from sin and a turning 
back to God.’’ If they do not do penance, they will perish, is 
Jesus’ message. 

Penance is a matter of life and death. It isnot a question of 
“‘doing penance’’ externally in sackcloth and ashes. It is not 
an intellectually determined or strongly emotional 
experience. 

Penance is a decisive change of will, an awareness 
changed from the roots upwards, a new basic attitude, a 


different scale of values. It is, therefore, a radical rethinking 
and returning on the part of the whole person — it is a 
completely new attitude toward life. 

This is conversion based on that imperturable, 
unshakable confidence in God and in his word. It involves a 
believing trust and trustful faith. 

This faith possesses two main features: first, a fear of the 
Lord — reverence, respect and awe of God; secondly, the 
feature of singleness/purity of heart — we want to be in his 
presence. 

Penance or conversion is a call to do the will of God. Jesus 
is our model, for the whole Gospel is a revelation of Jesus’ 
desire to do the will cf his Father. But Jesus’ call to 
conversion is a call to joy, for God’s will is our well-being, 
which in biblical terms means our salvation. God wills life, 
joy, freedom, peace, salvation and eternal happiness. 

We can readily say that doing penance means being 
willing to depend on the Lord and to put ourselves in tune 
with his design. 

The opposite of doing penance is choosing oneself, thatis, 
preferring our own desires over those of the Lord. In short, it 
is revolting against God. 

During this Lent, we are to let the Lord direct our lives 
and conform our plans to his. 


A Lenten retreat 
right in your home 


THESE FORTY DAYS-Lenten Exercises by Rev. 
John P. Henry; Notre Dame, Ind.: Ave Maria Press, 
1988 (110 pp., $4.95pb) 


As Lent approaches, many Catholics think of fasting or of 
having to give something up for 40 days. This book is 
designed for those who want to reflect and pray how this 
liturgical season can affect their lives. 

As Father Henry says in his introduction, ‘‘The weeks of 
Lent are not a time for fluff, for shallow prayer or vague 
dreams of holiness. They are a time for change in the depths 


of one’s spirit. The task is so serious that when Lent has 
ended, one’s life can never be the same again.”’ 

Father Henry’s book is actually a Lenten retreat, 
starting with Ash Wednesday and going through every 
day of the season to Easter Sunday. Each day’s activities 
are divided into three segments. 

‘“‘What Does God Say to Me Today?’’ lists three 
Scriptural passages to read, along with brief 
commentaries on each one. ‘“Today’s Retreat Focus’’ 
consists of two or three short paragraphs, based on the 
scriptural passages, that are intended to focus one’s 
thoughts for the day. Finally, ‘“Today’s Prayer Focus’’ is 
one or more words, not more than a sentence, to keep in 
mind during prayer. 

This is not a book for the spiritually faint-hearted.

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Bundy wasstill a human being 


Ted Bundy, the serial killer who was executed Jan. 24 
in Florida, was a murderer who raped and mutilated 
many of his victims, and, a crafty, cunning person who 
worked the system for all its worth, putting off his 
execution for 11 years, according to newspaper accounts. 

He was a person most of us would find despicable, evil, 
without redeeming qualities. Certainly the 500 who 
cheered outside the prison when Bundy was executed — 
and stood up and applauded as the vehicle carrying his 
body was driven by — thought so. 

But. the witnesses of the execution were reported to be 
somber and shocked by the celebration outside the prison. 
Police Chief Jim Sewell of Gulfport, Fla., who had 
investigated three of Bundy’s murders, was reported as 
expressing relief on Bundy’s death, but also as saying, 
‘Regardless of what Bundy did, he was still a human 
being.”’ 

And that’s the point that the 500 who cheered, and 
anyone who agreed with them, seemed to forget. It’s the 
point that tests our faith as Christians, as disciples of 
Christ, in these situations. Bundy’s death will not bring 
back any of his victims. We can only hope his death will 
deter other would-be killers. 

As despicable a personality as he was, Bundy’s death 
for the sake of revenge adds nothing to our society. The 
reprehensible attitude regarding life displayed by those 
who cheered Bundy’s death to me is frightening and 
sickening. That in no way is to lessen the horror and the 
pain his victims and their families experienced because of 
him. 

Ted Bundy was made, like all of us, in the image and 


likeness of God. He had the capacity to allow the love of 
God to be manifested in his life. Yet he chose an opposite 
path. Perhaps before his own death, he sincerely asked 
forgiveness from his Creator, and then maybe he didn’t. 
But to cheer his death expresses callousness and 
barbarism, and in my mind doesn’t raise those persons 
much beyond the character of Bundy himself. 

One of Mother Teresa’s well known statements is that 
she sees Christ in everyone, though at times he is in ‘‘a 
most distressing disguise.’’ And Jesus taught, “‘Love 
your enemies. Do good to those who hate you; ... You 
will rightly be called sons of the Most High, since he 
himself is good to the ungrateful and the wicked’’ (Luke 
6:27,35). 

Regardless of our beliefs regarding the morality of 
capital punishment, Christians are called to love all 
persons. That does not mean we condone the unjust, 
criminal, detestable or immoral actions of others. It’s the 
hate-the-sin-love-the-sinner approach. 

If any of us felt the need to cheer or rejoice over 
Bundy’s death, let us overcome our negative, human 
emotional instincts to hate and seek revenge with the 
illogical, overpowering decision to love as Jesus loves. In 
so doing, we show that we are his disciples and sons and 
daughters of our heavenly Father. 


Make this your best Lent 


Are you ready for this? Lent begins on Feb. 8 this year. 
This will be about as early an Ash Wednesday as we will 
get. Years ago, before the liturgists started ‘‘improving’’ 
on the church calendar, we had three Sundays in purple 
vestments before Ash Wednesday to get us prepared for 
this holy season. : 

They were Quinquagesima, Sexagesima and 
Septuagesima Sundays, reminding us that we were within 
50, 60, or 70 days of Easter. There were always a few 
smirks from the younger teen-agers on that middle one, 
and a lot of soul-searching, groaning and preparation by 
the adults. 

Lent is the only thoroughly sacrificial season that we 
now have left, so it is more important than ever that we 
prepare ourselves to celebrate Holy Week and Easter, the 
paschal mysteries, with Our Lord. We want to enter into 
the same spirit of loving sacrifice with which he presented 
himself to the Father on Calvary. 

Volunteer fasting, abstinence and self-denial are the 
keys to a successful Lent. Christ warned us that if we did 
not offer penance, we would endanger our souls. He 
demanded that his disciples preach repentance to the ends 
of the earth. And, once when the disciples had trouble 
expelling a demon, he told them that sometimes penance 
and fasting were necessary to be added to prayer. 

In the early church, Lent and the other penitential 
seasons and days were very numerous and very strict. 

Why is self-denial so important? Certainly the difficulty 
of the work is not what pleases God. He does not take 
pleasure in the fact that we restrict our intake of alcoholic 
beverages, candy or desserts or hold back on other 
legitimate pleasures. 

Self-denial teaches us how to say ‘‘no’’ to self in things 
that we can have, so that when sin and temptation come 
along, we will have spiritual experience of saying ‘‘no’’ to 
things we cannot have. 

We cannot emphasize this aspect of Lent too strongly. 
We live in a materialistic culture where we learn to 
pamper ourselves. Everything in our lives from TV to 


movies and videos show us how wonderful it is to 
luxuriate in ‘‘things.’’ They proclaim in large writ that 
the more we have the happier we will be. Common sense 
and experience finally demonstrate that this is not so, but 
the lure is there. 


So Lent helps the Christian restore the proper order of 
priority to things of this material world and obtain the 
discipline to enforce this order of priorities. 


In deciding on Lenten observances, it is important that 
we choose ways that are possible, and that we can perform 
every day. (By the way, for the literally minded, Sundays 
do not count as one of the 40 days of Lent.). It is desirable 
to have personal observances and one or two that the 
family can perform together. 


At the top of the list in our day, attendance at daily 
Mass and Communion take the first place. If that isn’t 
possibie, a daily visit to the Blessed Sacrament is a 
substitute. Increasing our time for prayer, meditation and 
Bible reading are also high on the list. 

One of the most venerable lenten practices is setting 
time aside every day for spiritual reading. If you have a 
good parish library, go browse and choose a good solid 
work of theology or religion and read it carefully. 

If you do not have access to a good parish library, look 
over the selection of Catholic reading available for 
purchase from O’Connor’s Church Goods and Media 
Center, or Anthony’s Family Gifts in Escondido. It will 
be a good investment. 


Whatever else you may do, make this the best Lent you 
have ever offered to the Lord.

Revival held for faithful 
and the unchurched

SAN DIEGO — 
Catholics came to renew their faith at the 
eighth annual Afro-American Revival 
held Jan. 23-26 at St. Rita Church in San 
Diego. This year’s theme was ‘‘This Far 
by Faith.”’ 

Sponsored by the _ Diocesan 
Commission for Black Catholics, the 
revival is an important part of the black 
Catholic community because, ‘‘it 
strengthens the faith of those in the 
church and is an outreach to the 
unchurched,’’ explained Deacon Marvin 
Threatt, commission chairman. 

Darryl Harris, a parishioner at St. 
Rita’s, said he came to the revival 
because “‘seeing other people with strong 
faith and praising the Lord helps my faith 
to grow.”’ 


This year’s guest speaker was Father 


Bede Abram, OFM, Cap., of the Center 
for Black Studies, New Orleans, La., and 
a teacher at Xavier University’: in New 
York. 

At his last evening of the revival, 
Father Abram told the gathering that 
“‘life is'like a river, the Mississippi River 
— sometimes it floods, sometimes it 
doesn’t receive enough rain.”’ 

The answer to the river’s floods and 
rains is its need for the sea, he explained. 
When the river floods, it spills over into 
the sea; when there is a drought, the river 
“‘opens up its arms so the water from the 
sea can flow into the river — then the 
river becomes alive again.’ 

Father Abram told the crowd that life is 
like that river because people also 
experience floods and droughts. 

“‘When we experience a drought in our 


lives, we walk around as if we had no life 


Hundreds of 


in our bones. We feel like there’s nothing 
left on the inside,’’ he said. 

“*God,’’ he continued, ‘‘is like the sea. 
We need God to open up his arms to us 
and we too shall become alive again!”’ 

“‘In the midst of floods and droughts, 
you've got to get up and go on!’’ he 
proclaimed. 

Father Abram noted that for some 
people it is not easy to get up because they 
are in a “‘prison.”’ 

“If you’re jealous, jealousy is your 
prison. If you’re angry, anger is your 
prison. If you do drugs, they are your 
prison,’’ he explained. “‘If you’re jealous, 
shake it off and rise above it.”’ 

“Life is like the river — sometimes the 
river has a hard time reaching its 
destination. Sometimes getting to God is 
hard, obstacles will be in our way but we 
know we must get to God!’’ he 
exclaimed.’’ 

Father Abram noted that when one 
finally reaches God there are two options: 
“We can stand there trembling, waiting 
for the final word, or we can say, ‘here I 
am Lord.’ ”’ 

Janice Scott, a parishioner of Christ the 
King Church, San Diego, told the 
Southern Cross she came to the revival to 
renew her faith. 

‘ve learned you have to put your 
trust in the Lord. No matter what 
happens, God is there for all of us,’’ Scott 
explained. 

The revival ended Jan. 26 with a 
healing and prayer service conducted by 
Deacon Threatt. 

The Afro-American Revival is held 
each year in conjunction with Black 
History Month, which is February. This 
is the second year St. Rita Church has 
hosted the revival. Christ the King parish 
hosted the event for the first six years.

Joanne Nicgorski, director of the Center 
for Liturgy and Prayer. 

The church requires Catholics, ages 14 
and over, to abstain from eating meat on 
Ash Wednesday and Good Friday and on 
all Fridays of Lent. 

Catholics between the ages of 21 and 59 
must fast on Ash Wednesday and Good 
Friday, eating only one full meal. Two 
smaller meals may be taken, but eating 
solid foods between meals is not 
permitted. 

‘‘The practice of granting 
dispensations from the law of fast and 
abstinence is no longer necessary,’’ Sister 
Nicgorksi said, citing the Liturgikon, a 
pastoral ministry handbook. “‘It is left to 
the individual’s conscience to determine 
whether there is sufficient reason to 
excuse oneself from fast and abstinence 
on the days when they oblige. ... 

‘‘The U.S. bishops have expressed 
confidence that ‘no Catholic: Christian 
will lightly hold himself excused from this 
penitential practice,’ ’’ she said. 

“Lent is about conversion,’’ Father 
Foley said, emphasizing the importance 
of fast-paced people ‘‘slowing down’’ and 
creating time in their schedules to allow 
religious practices to ‘‘move from the 
level of doing, to reflecting, to 
transforming their hearts.”’ 

All of the spiritual exercises in the 
world: will be fruitless ‘‘unless we allow 
time for their meaning to penetrate our 
hearts and lives,’’ he said. 

The priest said celebrating Mass in a 
meaningful way is more conducive for 
spiritual growth than merely adding the 
number of Masses attended. 

He suggested preparing for the Sunday 
liturgy by using the Scriptures for that 
Mass for reflective reading and prayer. 
This practice enables people ‘‘to live with 
the word of God all week’’ and allow it to 
transform their lives, he explained. 

‘‘When we receive the Eucharist, we 
should identify totally with the 
dispositions of Jesus, letting go of our own 


plans, desires and ambitions,’’ Sister 
Nicgorski said. 
The Eucharist, which celebrates 


Christ’s death and resurrecton, is also 
‘the celebraton of our own life in Christ 
and how we intend to use the message in 
Scripture. The mandate is to serve as 
Jesus did,’’ she said. 

This service can take a variety of forms. 

Father Foley recommended ‘‘taking 
the time I have and giving it to someone 
else.’’ Attending spiritual formation 
programs and activities to assist the poor

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and visiting elderly and homebound 
people are ‘‘concrete means of building 
up God’s kingdom,”’ he said. 

Giving up one’s time can also 
strengthen family relationships, he said, 
advocating that working husbands and 
‘wives spend quality time together and 
‘families come together regularly to 
listen to one another.”’ 

Father Foley said giving up one’s 
prejudices and becoming more open to 
the views of others is another valuable 
form of penance. 

Openness to conversion, a lifelong 
process, is fundamental to spiritual 
growth, he added. ‘‘God reveals himself 
to people who think differently than we 
do.”’ 

The priest offered numerous ways of 
growing in openness: 

e Listen to speakers ‘‘with a cause you 
don’t believe in’’; 

© Read books by authors ‘‘reflecting 
an opinion not your own’”’; 

e Read the U.S. bishops’ pastoral 
letters, such as those on peace and social 
justice; 

e Attend Mass or spiritual programs 
in another part of the city to meet people 
of different ethnic, economic or age 
groups. 

He also advocated joining catechumens 
in their spiritual journey leading to 
Baptism or a profession of faith in the 
Catholic Church during the Easter Vigil. 
Parishioners can pray for these RCIA 
(Rite of Christian Initiation of Adults) 
candidates and write them notes, telling 
of this support, he said. 

Belle Dion, consultant for sacramental 
catechesis, said that Lent is the ‘‘final 
period of intense formation’’ which 
prepares the catechumens to receive the 
Easter sacraments. 

On the first Sunday of Lent, Feb. 12, 
118 unbaptized persons will participate in 
the Rite of Election at St. Catherine 
Laboure Church, Clairemont. Their 
names, written in the Book of the Elect in 
their parishes, will be presented to Bishop 
Leo T. Maher. 

This ritual symbolizes both the 
bishop’s acceptance of the candidates’ 
desire for Baptism and their fidelity to 
God and to the Catholic Church, Dion 
said. 

Ceremonies will also include the ‘‘Call 
to Continuing Conversion of the 
Baptized’’ for 218 people who were either 
baptized in another faith or are Catholics 
who will receive the sacraments of 
Confirmation and Eucharist during the 
Easter Vigil, she said. i

Church leaders blast plan to dig ditch at U.S.-Mexico border

WASHINGTON — Catholic Church 
leaders have critized a federal govern- 
ment proposal to dig a four-mile-long 
ditch at the U.S.-Mexico border in an 
attempt to stop smugglers of both illegal 
aliens and drugs. 

““To people here, this ditch is seen as a 
Berlin Wall. They feel the idea is 
offensive,’” Enrique Mendez, director of 
the Padre Hidalgo Center for Hispanic 
Ministry of the Diocese of San Diego, 
said in a telephone interview. The site 
chosen for the proposed ditch is located 
near San Diego. 

Mendez predicted such a ditch would 
be ineffective and damage relations 
between the United States and Mexico. . 

The estimated $2 million project, 
proposed in late January by Immigration 
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466-6463 


10 Years Experience 
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and Naturalization Service officials, 
would be dug about five feet deep and 14 
feet wide. 

Verne Jervis, an INS spokesman in 
Washington, said Jan. 30 that the ditch 
would discourage illegal automobile 
traffic and improve flood drainage. 

The proposed site of the ditch, which 
would extend east and west of the Otay 
Mesa checkpoint, was chosen because it is 
flat and for that reason has drawn an 
unusual amount: of automobile traffic, 
said Jervis. 7% 

Border patrol officials estimate that 300 
to 400 vehicles, many driven by 
smugglers, cross the border illegally in the 
San Diego area every month. 

Jervis said INS will be requesting 
public comment on the proposal so that 
an environmental impact report can be 
prepared within a few months. 

An 89-page report by the Federation 
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for American Immigration Reform, 
released Jan. 25, endorsed the ditch idea 
and called for even more extensive 
fencing, including concrete barriers. 

According to Bishop Raymond J. Pena 
of El] Paso, Texas, who is chairman of the 
U.S. bishops’ Hispanic Affairs 
Committee, ‘‘no barrier of this sort is 
going to keep responsible people who are 
trying to feed their families out.’’

ROSARITO, Mexico — Many of the 
poor in the Tijuana area who are 
mentally ill or have other illnesses such as 
tuberculosis, cancer and leprosy, have no 
place to go for treatment or, in some 
cases, lodging. 

Through the generosity of concerned 
people, including Catholics, on-both sides 
of the border and the interest and help of 
several religious communities throughout 
the world, there is hope that some of those 
suffering persons in the Tijuana area will 
find professional care in a _ loving 
atmosphere called Ciudad de Misericordia 
(City of Mercy). 

With donations received so far, a 
152-acre parcel has been purchased and a 
20,000 *square-foot concrete block 
structure is being built on a site 
overlooking the ocean, some 25 miles 
south of the border crossing at Tijuana. 


It will be used to house and care for 35 
mentally ill patients, and eventually serve 
as an outpatient clinic for ambulatory 
patients. It will be staffed by a community 
of nuns founded in Tijuana. 

It is the first of a complex of buildings 
that will comprise the City of Mercy, 
offering services to lepers, TB victims, the 
elderly, the handicapped and perhaps 
persons with AIDS. 


Dr. Anita Figueredo, a prominent San 
Diego physician and Catholic, is helping 
with the fund-raising efforts. She helped 
found the Friends of the Poor 
Foundation, which has been providing 
$5,000 or more a month to Casa de los 
Pobres (House of the Poor), a clinic near 
Rosarito run by Franciscan sisters. 


It was those sisters who found mentally 
ill people crowded in a Tijuana jail 


without care. The police put them there 
just to get them off the street. Thus the 
idea of a mentally ill facility and the City 
of Mercy complex arose. 

Rafael Garcia, a Jesuit seminarian and 
architect, has been assigned there by the 
Jesuits to supervise the construction of the

building. I was trying to bring the truth 
home to people, that’’ when they have or 
perform an abortion ‘‘they’re killing 
human life.’’

which included counseling women 
thinking about having an abortion, 
culminated in the May 1988 visit of 
Mother Teresa to the San Diego area.

that as a leader in the Catholic Church, 
he needed to take a position people could 
see very clearly. 

By taking a stand in front of the clinic, 
Father Kaicher said, he hoped his 
presence, his collar and his sign would 
challenge ‘‘one person entering the clinic 
that day, to re-think their decision and 
choose life.’’ 

. Father Kaicher also stressed the 
importance of his role as a leader in 
leading Catholics to a non-violent yet firm 
and clear position against abortion. 

Although some people may call Father 
Kaicher’s action an act of civil 
disobedience, his lawyer, Deacon 
Timothy Treadwell, reiterated the fact 
that Father Kaicher is being charged with 
criminal trespassing. ‘‘“There is a 
presumption of his innocence.”’ 

In his opinion, Deacon Treadwell said, 


the tactic Father Kaicher used on ‘‘the 
day in question was a form of (exercising) 
his First Amendment right.”’ 


However, should the court find Father 
Kaicher guilty, then it could be 
characterized as an act of civil 
disobedience, noted the attorney. 


Civil disobedience, said Father 
Kaicher, can be theologically justified. 
“‘The richest tradition of our church says 
God aided Moses to be civilly 
disobedient.”’ 


Civil disobedience, explained Father 
Kaicher, says human law, or a particular 
way in which the government or a group 
of people is acting, is in direct 
contradiction with divine law, and 
therefore, should not be tolerated. ‘‘We 
have a responsibility to respond to divine 
law,’’ he explained.

Vidal Garcia, Spanish-speaking 
consultant for the diocesan Office of 
Youth and Young Adult Ministries, said 
the purpose of the policy is to get 
recognition for Hispanic youth groups 
from the parish and to encourage youth 
groups to become involved with their 
parishes and better communicate with 
their pastors. 

The policy urges parishes with 300 or 
more Hispanic families to: 

e Offer a formal Spanish-speaking 
high school youth ministry. 

e Encourage those working with 
Hispanic youth to obtain California 
catechist certification and attend Hispanic 
youth ministry training courses. 

¢ Encourage those working with 
Hispanic youth to attend continuing 
education and spiritual growth programs 
offered by the Diocese of San Diego. 

e Have representation on the diocesan 
Hispanic Youth Council. 

It also asks all parishes offering 
Hispanic youth retreats to follow diocesan 
retreat guidelines. 

The diocese offers a 30-hour youth 
ministry training course in Spanish which 
explains the vision of youth ministry, 
teaches how to conduct a youth ministry 
program, gives insights on the spiritual 
formation of youth, informs on how to 
conduct retreats and offers an 
introduction to adolescent psychology. 

Garcia recommends that all Hispanic 
youth coordinators and ministers attend 
the course. 

‘‘People who attend realize the 
importance of training and the need to be 
a part of a parish and a community,”’ she 
said. 

Garcia noted that there are at least 20 
parishes in the diocese with some type of 
structured Hispanic youth group. 

Eduardo Gudifio, the part-time 
Hispanic youth minister at St. Michael 
Church, Paradise Hills, said, ‘‘I think the 
policy has been long overdue. There has 
been a need to address Hispanic youth 
ministry. That is why so many are 
turning away from the church. Their 
(youth) needs must be met.”’ 

Gudifio said he hopes the policy will 
increase the number of ‘“‘fully prepared 
ministers.’’ It is a step toward better 
community. Ministry has to reach the 
community.” 

Gudiiio is just one of two paid Hispanic 
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youth ministers in the diocese. Garcia 
explained many primarily Hispanic 
parishes cannot afford to pay a stipend for 
a youth minister. 

Father Barry Vinyard, pastor at Our 
Lady of Guadalupe Church, Calexico, 
which is predominantly Hispanic, said he 
did not think the policy would work for 
his parish regarding a Spanish-speaking 
high school youth program. 

‘“Most of the kids here are bilingual. I 
know we are letting some slip through the 
cracks, but it’s such a small number ...,’’ 
said Father Vinyard who is active in 
youth ministry. 

‘‘We maintain two programs (one 
English-speaking, the other’ Spanish- 
speaking) for religious education from 
preschool through sixth grade but at 
seventh grade, we go to the English- 
speaking program,”’ he said. That’s what 
the youth of that age group in the 
Calexico parish are asking for, he added. 

However, Rosie Soto, diocesan Youth 
Ministry Office’s consultant for the 
Imperial Vally said, ‘‘At first I did not 
agree with the policy because we’re 
mostly Hispanic here anyway. But, our 
culture is different and there are kids who 
prefer to speak Spanish and don’t have a 
place.”’ 

Soto said she now realizes that there is a 
need for Hispanic youth ministry, 
especially for the newly immigrated youth 
and young adults who want to become 
involved but can’t because they can’t 
speak English well enough. 

Soto said she thinks Hispanic youth 
Ministry will be beneficial even if the 
group it is reaching is small. 

Soto also noted that more of the events 
in the Imperial Valley will be bilingual 
because ‘‘we have to understand our 
differences and be able to work together.”’

Rome is very much a place set apart — at least, the Rome of 
the church. In the news services from the headquarters of the 
Mission Church — the International Fides Service — they still 
use the word autochton. 


What is an autochton, you may well ask? It means one who 
has sprung from the soil of the land; in other words indigenous, a 
native. 


And as a recent story form Fides shows, the indigenization of 
the church is going ahead very well. For instance, in Asia the 
bishops are more than 90 per cent, autochtons (natives), the 
priests around 85 per cent, brothers and sisters (religious) about 
80 per cent. 


In Africa more than 85 per cent of the bishops are native to 
their area and in the mission territories of the American 
continent more than half the bishops, one third of the priests and 
half the religious are native to their countries. 


The mission seed has sprouted well, watered in the blood of 
martyrs.

E] Padre Barry Vinyard, parroco de Nuestra Sefiora de 
Guadalupe, Calexico, parroquia predominantemente 
hispana, dijo que no creia que esta norma fuera efectiva 
en su parroquia con respecto a un programa en espajiol 
para jovenes de secundaria. 

“‘La mayoria de los estudiantes aqui son bilingties. Yo 
sé que puede haber excepciones, pero realmente son muy 
pocas ..",’’ dijo el Padre Vinyard quien es activo en 
ministerio juvenil. 

“‘Mantenemos dos programas (uno en inglés y otro en 
espafiol) de educacidn religiosa desde pre-escolar hasta el 
sexto aho, pero en el séptimo vamos al programa en 
inglés,’’ dijo. Eso es lo que quieren los jdvenes de esa 
edad en la parroquia de Calexico. 

Sin embargo, Rosie Soto, asesora diocesana para la 
Oficina de Ministerios Juveniles del Valle Imperial, dijo: 
‘*Al principio yo no estuve de acuerdo con la nueva 
norma porque aqui la mayoria somos hispanos de todos 
modos. Pero, nuestra cultura es diferente y hay jévenes 
que prefieren hablar espafiol y no tienen lugar.’’ 

Soto dijo que ahora se da cuenta que hay necesidad de 
un ministerio juvenil hispano, especialmente para los 
jOvenes recién emigrados que quieren involucrarse pero 
no lo pueden hacer debido a la falta de conocimiento del 
inglés. 

Soto dijo que ella piensa que el ministerio juvenil 
hispano puede ser de mucho beneficio, atin cuando es un 
grupo pequenio al que se dirije. 

También dijo que ahora mas de los eventos en el Valle 
Imperial serdn bilingiies porque ‘‘tenemos que 
comprender nuestras diferencias y aprender a trabajar 
unidos.”’
